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Appropriations for Welfare Programs 


Statement by the President Announcing a Request for 
Reduction in Appropriations. March 30, 1974 


Due in part to the first major drop in the Nation’s wel- 
fare rolls in a number of years, I am pleased to announce 
today that I am asking the Congress to cut almost $800 
million in appropriations for welfare programs during the 
current fiscal year. 

This reduction in costs to the taxpayer can be made 
without in any way reducing welfare benefits to eligible 
recipients. 

In recent years, Americans have had to live with a con- 
tinuing upward spiral in both the size of the welfare rolls 
and the cost of the welfare programs. The tale has been a 
tragic one, and because the welfare system is marred with 
inequities, it has also been an outrageous one to both re- 
cipients and taxpayers. 

HEW Sccretary Weinberger has now reported to me 
encouraging evidence that we are beginning to make some 
progress in solving the welfare mess. As of the end of 
December 1973, there were still 10.8 million people receiv- 
ing assistance under the program for Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC), but that was a net reduc- 
tion of 255,000 people below the rolls at the end of 1972. 
As Secretary Weinberger reported to me at last Thursday’s 
Cabinet meeting, we are starting at last, to turn back the 
ever-increasing welfare rolls which had become a tragic 
way of life for far too many Americans. 

A very significant factor in the reduction in the welfare 
rolls was the improvement in the management of the 
AFDC program. 

My last two budgets have contained plans and proposals 
for management improvements. Among the actions we 
have taken tare the establishment of quality control pro- 
grams as part of a cooperative Federal-State effort. This 
effort soon revealed that the problem was larger than 
originally thought; errors in eligibility and payment levels 
were found in 41 percent of the cases. This discovery of the 
magnitude of error helped to spur administrative improve- 
ments by Federal, State, and local officials alike. 

In my last two budget requests, we anticipated some 
savings from improved management. The further re- 


ductions of some $800 million I am proposing today are 
in addition to those we had previously anticipated. 

While encouraging, this improvement in the welfare 
picture in no way eliminates the great necessity for a 
replacement of the Nation’s welfare programs with a more 
equitable and efficient system. Secretary Weinberger is 
now in the midst of his study of possible legislative pro- 
posals, and I expect to receive his recommendations later 
this year. Soon thereafter, I will submit a legislative pro- 
posal to the Congress.

The President today announced the appointment of 
Henry E. Catto, Jr., of San Antonio, Tex., to be Chief of 
Protocol for the White House, and announced his inten- 
tion to nominate Mr. Catto for the rank of Ambassador. 
He will succeed Marion H. Smoak, who resigned effective 
April 1, 1974. 

Mr. Catto served as Ambassador to El Salvador from 
1971 to 1973, and from 1969 to 1971 he was Deputy Rep- 
resentative of the United States’ Permanent Mission to 
the Organization of American States and also served as 
the United States member on the Permanent Executive 
Committee of the Inter-American Council for Education, 
Science and Culture. 

He was born on December 6, 1930, in Dallas, Tex. Mr. 
Catto received his B.A. degree from Williams College in 
1952. He is married to the former Jessica Oveta Hobby, 
and they have four children. 

Prior to joining the Government in 1969, Mr. Catto 
was a partner in an insurance brokerage firm and in a real 
estate company in San Antonio and served as a director 
and member of the executive committee of the Houston 
Post Co. Among his civic activities are service as a public 
housing commissioner in San Antonio and as a member of 
the board of the Southwest Foundation for Research and 
Education.

The President’s Address on Nationwide Radio. 
March 31, 1974 


Good afternoon: 

This past Friday marked an important anniversary for 
the United States. On that day one year ago—March 29, 
1973—the last American combat soldier left Vietnam, and 
a long and painful chapter in our history was brought to 
an honorable conclusion. 

On Friday, we again gave thanks for that peace and 
paid homage to those whose sacrifices had helped to win it 
by celebrating Vietnam Veterans Day. 

But ceremony and public praise, standing alone, are 
not enough. Nearly 7 million men and women served 
America during that war—2!/. million of them in Viet- 
nam itself. We owe to them an opportunity to enjoy not 
only our public blessings, but also the real benefits of 
peace—the education, the jobs, the housing, the medical 
care, the many other advantages that make America a 
great Nation. 

We owe it to them all the more, because giving so 
much, they ask so little in return. The greatest gift our 
country gives to all of us is freedom. But freedom to be 
fully enjoyed must be accompanied by opportunity, the 
chance to play a full role in the life of our Nation. 

The veterans of the late 1960's and the early 1970’s too 
often found that the barriers to a full life were higher 
when they came home than when they left. The lens of 
the camera and the pen of the journalist had focused so 
often on those who had deserted America that those who 
bravely served were sometimes forgotten. 

In early 1971, thanks to the success of our Vietnamiza- 
tion program, one million G.I.’s came home to enter the 
civilian labor force. However, more than 350,000 of these 
returning servicemen found themselves unemployed. To 
meet this challenge, I launched a six-point program in 
June of 1971 to help returning veterans find training and 
jobs. By January of 1973, the unemployment rate for 
Vietnam-era veterans had dropped from 8.1 percent to 5.4 
percent, and at the end of February 1974, it stood at 5 
percent, which is just below the national average. 

Now, this progress is a credit to the Federal agencies 
that have mobilized job programs and more especially to 
two private groups, the Jobs for Veterans Committee and 
the National Alliance of Businessmen. With the help of the 
Government and public-spirited businessmen, more than 
2.2 million veterans of the Vietnam era have been placed 
in jobs in the last 214 years. 


There has also been progress on other fronts. Nearly 3 
million veterans of the Vietnam era have financed their 
educations under the G.I. bill since 1969. Education al- 
lowances have been increased by 70 percent during this 


same period. The number of veterans assisted through 
guaranteed mortgage loans has increased by 46 percent. 
The Veterans Administration, which operates the largest 
civilian medical care system in the world, is now under- 
taking the biggest hospital construction program in its 
history. 

We have added over 25,000 medical personnel to the 
staffs of the veterans hospitals, and we are seeking to in- 
crease spending for veterans benefits and services to $13.6 
billion during the coming fiscal year. That is an increase 
of more than 75 percent over the expenditures when I 
took office. 

And yet, we must all recognize that the Vietnam-era 
veteran needs far more help than we are providing. De- 
spite the progress of the veterans in finding jobs, there has 
been a slight upturn in their unemployment over the last 
3 months. There are no doubt several causes—among them 
the problems relating to energy—but the causes are not 
what matters. What matters is this: The men who fought 
on the battlelines in Vietnam must not come back to job 
lines in America. We must redouble our efforts to help 
these young men and women find jobs. 

Vietnam-era veterans are also faced with staggering in- 
creases in the cost of higher education. That is why I have 
proposed that we increase their education benefits by an 
additional 8 percent to help them overcome the forces of 
inflation. This would raise the payments to a single veteran 
with no dependents to $240 a month, tax-free. 

While there are continuing improvements in the quality 
of medical care in our veterans hospitals, we must also 
continue our efforts to ensure that all patients receive full 
treatment and that the most efficient use is made of their 
excellent facilities. We should spend whatever money is 
necessary so that the quality of care in these hospitals will 
be second to none. To investigate the quality of that care, 
I have directed the Administrator of Veterans Affairs to 
conduct a thorough investigation of the conditions of our 
veterans hospitals and clinics, including a personal tour of 
some of those facilities. He is to report to me directly 
within 60 days. 

Some of you may recall that in a recent White House 
press conference, one of the most spirited reporters in 
Washington, Sarah McClendon of Texas, asked me why 
some veterans studying under the G.I. bill were not receiv- 
ing their Government checks or were receiving them long 
after they were due. 

That was a good question, and the next day I asked the 
Veterans Administration for an answer. I discovered that 
each month during the school year the Veterans Adminis- 
tration mails out over one million checks. Unfortunately, 
from time to time a fraction of them are delayed or mis- 
directed. Students move to new addresses, computer print- 
outs are slow, the paperwork is detailed. 

The reasons for the occasional delays are generally 
understandable, but they are of very little consolation to 
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the young men and women whose studies and family 
budgets are disrupted as a result. We owe it to our veterans 
to be absolutely sure that we are doing the best job possible 
for them. 

And due in large part to Miss McClendon and others 
who have brought problems to our attention, the Veterans 
Administration is now engaged in a major effort to im- 
prove their operations. To make still further improve- 
ments, I have directed the Administrator of Veterans 
Affairs and the Director of the Office of Management and 
Budget to set up a crack management team which will 
take a hard look at the services provided by the VA 
across the board. 

Veterans need to know if we can find a better way of 
delivering checks on time. They need to know if there is a 
better way of obtaining medical services. They need to 
know if there is a better way to find training and jobs. 

Those are the kinds of questions I want answered from 
this new look at veterans affairs, and I am asking for 
those answers within 8 weeks. 

Beyond that, we need to.develop a more effective and 
coordinated approach to veterans affairs on a permanent 
basis. The health and welfare of our veterans is one of the 
biggest concerns of the Federal Government. 

The Veterans Administration is the second largest 
agency in the Government. It has the third largest budget. 
There are additional veterans programs in 17 other de- 
partments. The Labor Department, for instance, helps 
veterans with their training and employment needs. 
ACTION, the agency for volunteer action, has just 
launched a cooperative program with the Veterans Ad- 
ministration to reach Vietnam-era veterans in communi- 
ties where they live, to encourage them to take advantage 
of their G.I. benefits. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF DoMEsTIC CouNCIL COMMITTEE ON 
VETERANS SERVICES 


To ensure that we have policies which pull together the 
activities of the entire Government and more fully meet 
the needs of the veterans, I am today creating a new Do- 
mestic Council Committee on Veterans Services. It will be 
chaired by the Administrator of Veterans Affairs, Mr. 
Donald Johnson. Its membership will include four mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and others.’ 


I personally urge today that all veterans take advantage 
of the full range of benefits that are now available in this 
country. Nothing would please me more than to recom-

mend more money for these programs as more veterans 
participate. 

Each of you listening to me can help, too. You can help 
by employing the veteran. We trusted them with our coun- 
try’s honor in Vietnam. They met the test. Now we can 
trust them in our industries and places of business here at 
home. 

At the close of America’s tragic Civil War, Abraham 
Lincoln described the duty which all of us share as citi- 
zens. In his eloquent Second Inaugural Address, he said: 

*.. . let us strive on to finish the work we are in; to 
bind up the nation’s wounds; to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle, and for his widow, and orphan— 
to do all which may achieve and cherish a just, and lasting 
peace, among ourselves, and with all nations.” 

Today, a year after the end of another long and bitter 
war—and only 27 months before America’s 200th anni- 
versary—let us rededicate ourselves to that goal by paying 
respect to the men and women who served America at a 
difficult time. Let us make sure that a grateful Nation 
remembers them in deeds as well as in words.

Mr. Mitchell has served as General Counsel of the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development since 
March 15, 1973. Prior to becoming General Counsel at 
HUD he was Special Assistant to the Secretary of Com- 
merce for Policy Development and Director of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Office of Policy Development from 
March 1972. 

Before joining the Administration in 1972, Mr. Mitchell 
was a partner in the Chicago, IIl., law firm of Mayer, 
Brown and Platt. He had been with the firm since March 
1966 and became a partner in 1969.

Mr. Murphy is vice president of the management con- 
sulting firm of Booz, Allen & Hamilton, in Washington, 
1).C. Since joining the firm in 1960 he has been respon- 
sible for major managerial projects in the United States, 
Pakistan, Korea, Brazil, Venezuela, Thailand, Ecuador, 
and other countries, and has served as senior adviser to 
Federal and State agencies and private corporations, 

He was born on April 3, 1916, in Albany, N.Y. Mr. 
Murphy received his A.B. from the State University of 
New York. He is married to the former Catherine F. Con- 
roy of Pittsfield, Mass. They have two sons and two 
daughters. 

Prior to joining Booz, Allen & Hamilton, Mr. Murphy 
served in several positions with the Federal Government.

From April 1968 to August 1970, he was assist- 
ant dean and director of resident instruction, College of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources, Michigan State Uni- 
versity. From 1965 to 1968, he was an assistant professor of 
agricultural economics at Michigan State. 

He was born on October 16, 1938, at Crawfordsville, 
Ind. Dr. Feltner received his B.S. and M.S. degrees in 
agricultural education from Purdue University and his 
Ph. D. in agricultural economics from North Carolina 
State University in 1965. 

At Purdue he was selected as outstanding senior in the 
School of Agriculture and served during 1960-61 as grad- 
uate assistant in the office of the director of resident in- 
struction, School of Agriculture. 


Economic Stabilization Program 


The President’s Message to the Congress Transmitting 
the Cost of Living Council’s Quarterly Report. 
April 2, 1974 


To the Congress of the United States: 

I herewith transmit to the Congress, in accordance with 
section 216 of the Economic Stabilization Act of 1970, 
as amended, the most recent quarterly report of the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Program, covering the period Octo- 
ber 1, 1973 through December 31, 1973. 

The fourth quarter of 1973 was a period of continued 
although slower growth for the American economy. Our 
gross national product grew to $1,338 billion, an increase 
of $33 billion over the previous quarter. Employment in- 
creased by approximately one million workers to 85.7 mil- 
lion. The American dollar continued to regain strength 
abroad. 

During the fourth quarter, inflation remained our most 
serious economic problem. Prices here and abroad con- 
tinued to rise at an unacceptably rapid pace, due in large 
part to the worldwide shortages of many raw materials. 
The pattern of price increases also began to reflect the im- 
pact of the Arab oil embargo against the United States 
and higher world prices for oil. 

By the beginning of the fourth quarter, the fourth phase 
of the Economic Stabilization Program had been fully 
underway. The increases anticipated after the summer 
freeze on prices were spread out over time with the help of 
the Phase IV regulatory mechanism. 

Phase IV was also designed to provide an effective sys- 
tem of tight standards and compliance procedures that 
would lead to a gradual return of industry and labor to 
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the free market. Throughout the fourth quarter, decon- 
trol proceedings demonstrated that the public and private 
sectors of our economy can work cooperatively and effec- 
tively to meet common goals of price restraint. As part of 
the commitments under which they were removed from 
mandatory controls, many firms have pledged voluntary 
price control. More importantly for the future, many have 
stepped-up their capital expenditure plans to enlarge sup- 
plies—the only really effective way to halt inflation. 

We are firm in our commitment to meet the challenge 
of inflation. The energy shortage and the problems result- 
ing from it have significantly added to this challenge. We 
can, however, look with satisfaction to the efforts and sac- 
rifices our Nation has made in response to these problems. 

The Congress is presently debating the Administration’s 
recommendation for continued stabilization authority and 
this Administration stands ready to work with the Con- 
gress to develop effective machinery for economic 
stabilization.

President Georges Pompidou 


Statement by the President on the Death of the French 
President. April 2, 1974 


In the death of President Georges Pompidou, France 
has lost one of her great leaders, and the world has lost a 
great statesman. 

My profound personal regret is deepened by the fact 
that President Pompidou’s first official visit upon acceding 
to office was to the United States. On that occasion and in 
my other meetings with him, I found him to be a man of 
vision, constraint, consistency, and enormous strength of 
character. He came from the Auvergne, the heart of 
France, and he reflected all the spirit and strength of the 
French people. 

It was characteristic of his courage that despite his ill- 
ness, he did not falter in his service to his people, nor to 
the purposes of world peace. 

The people of America join me in extending our deep- 
est sympathy to the people of France. 

NOTE: Georges Pompidou was President of France from 1969 until 
his death in Paris on April 2, 1974, at the age of 62. 
On April 3, the White House announced that President Nixon 


had sent messages of condolence to Madame Pompidou and Alain 
Poher, President of the French Senate.

The President today announced his intention to nomi- 
nate James G. Critzer, of Spokane, Wash., to be Com- 
missioner of the Federal Exhibit at the International Ex- 
position on the Environment, to be held at Spokane 
May 4—November 3, 1974. The position was created by 
Public Law 92-598 of October 27, 1972, which authorized 
U.S. participation in the Exposition. 

Mr. Critzer has been owner and president of Critzer 
Equipment Company, a truck equipment distributing or- 
ganization, in Spokane since 1950, and he has been active 
in the planning of the International Exposition on the 
Environment. 

He was born on September 24, 1919, in Spokane, Wash. 
Mr. Critzer was graduated from the University of Wash- 
ington in 1942 and became a manufacturer’s representa- 
tive. He is past president and board member of Associated 
Industries and the National Board of Truck Body Equip- 
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ment Association. He is the founder and president of the 
Inland Freight Traffic Service Association, and he is past 
president of several chambers of commerce in the Spokane 
area.

Proclamation 4280. April 3, 1974 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Since the beginning of our Nation, maritime enter- 
prise has helped to forge the spirit of America and shape 
its destiny. 


RICHARD NIXON, 1974 


In our early years, our merchant marine was a major 
force in fostering our economic growth and defending our 
freedom. Down through the years, the American merchant 
marine continued to serve our economic aspirations and 
to assist our military forces in times of emergency. 

Today, when the United States is the world leader in 
trade and military power, the dual roles of our merchant 
marine remain vital to the national interests. 

Under the Merchant Marine Act of 1970, new genera- 
tions of highly advanced and efficient ships are being 
introduced into our merchant fleet to reinforce America’s 
presence in the world’s shipping lanes and to insure that 
our maritime capacities remain equal to their challenges. 

To promote public awareness of our maritime heritage, 
the Congress in 1933 (48 Stat. 73) designated the anni- 
versary of the first transatlantic voyage by a steamship, the 
SAVANNAH, on May 22, 1819, as National Maritime Day, 
and requested the President to issue a proclamation an- 
nually in observance of that day.

Cancer Control Month, 1974 


The President’s Remarks Upon Signing Proclamation 
4281 in a Ceremony in the Cabinet Room. 
April 3, 1974 


Ladies and gentlemen, we have here in this room today 
the members of the President’s committee on cancer 
control. We also have some very distinguished guests from 
the Soviet Union, five doctors who are here working with 
us on cooperative activities under the program that was 
set up at the first summit in Moscow 2 years ago. 

For purposes of the signing ceremony, the signing of this 
annual proclamation designating April as Cancer Control 
Month, I am going to use an extra number of pens——I am 
using five-—because I thought each of our Soviet guests 
might like one of the pens. As far as our American guests 
are concerned, you will get duplicate pens, and if some- 
body asks you, you might say, “Well, I think he used it, 
too.” 
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I will now sign the proclamation and then have another 
word to say. 


Mr. Schmidt will brief the press, and the panel of ex- 
perts will answer any questions that you have. 

One of the most important developments that has oc- 
curred has been that, while the Federal Government’s 
activities here, as you know, have gone up substantially, 
from approximately $200 million 4 or 5 years ago to $600 
million this year, the fears that some had that as the 
Government interest in and Government appropriations 
for cancer research increased, the great voluntary effort 
that we have known for so many years in this country 
would decrease. Those fears have proved unfounded. 

I was delighted to learn. for example, that the American 
Cancer Society last year raised $93 million in their drive, 
which is taking place during the month of April. Inciden- 
tally, my daughter Julie is in Indianapolis, speaking at 
their dinner of the American Cancer Society, which is 
part of this drive today indicating the interest that so many 
of us have in this particular project. But the American 
Cancer Society has set as its goal this year over $100 mil- 
lion, may raise as much as $150 million, so it shows that 
even though the Federal Government is taking a lead role, 
and a very big role, in providing funds, that we have going 
parallel with that an enormous private, voluntary effort 
which is characteristic of the American approach to a 
problem which concerns so many of our people. 

I have been encouraged by the report that I have re- 
ceived. I am not going to give it to you myself, because 
there are some technical features that I would not be able 
to answer questions on. But progress has been made. 

I have often said that, from my own discussions with 
these experts from time to time, I have concluded that 
there is probably never going to be found a cure to cancer, 
as such, as there was for polio, a vaccine, or as there was 
for tuberculosis, where it was found there could be a cure, 
because there are many different kinds of cancer and what 
will work in one case will not work in another, and all of 
the experts agree that that is why we need a many-pronged 
offensive, in the research area, in the medical field, and so 
on around, 

Also, I would conclude simply by saying that whatever 
the United States learns in this massive program, we are 
very happy to transmit, not only to our own people, that 
information, but to all the people of the world. And that 
is why we think this fact that our Soviet friends are here 
today, their experts in the field, is indeed a very hopeful 
development, because the genius that may find one or sev- 
eral of the cures for cancer—we do not know where it is. 
It may be in the United States, it may be in the Soviet 
Union, it may be in an African or Asian or Latin Amer- 
ican or European country, but wherever it is, we must 
discover it. And here we see an example of the best people 
that we can find in the United States working with out- 
standing leaders in the Soviet Union, working together 


toward finding a cure to a disease that afflicts all mankind 
in, as we know, a very disastrous way. 

So with that, we have been pleased with the progress 
that has been made. We have a good prognosis with regard 
to progress that may be made in the future, and the experis 
will brief you on some of the items that have been made. 

One last point that I should make, and that is this: 
This annual proclamation generally serves to stimulate 
contributions by people to the American Cancer Society 
and other groups, and I hope that this proclamation will 
do that. I hope also it will stimulate among the American 
people, all the American people, a determination to have 
an examination each year, because all of the experts tell me 
that there is no single step that we could take that could 
be more effective in arresting cancer—because it can be 
cured in many cases when it is discovered early—there 
is no single step that could be taken than to see to it that 
examinations are taken by people each year and that early 
treatment is then provided for them and the best treatment 
possible. 

Thank you very much.

Cancer Control Month, 1974 


Proclamation 4281. April 3, 1974 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


Cancer is the second leading cause of death among 
Americans today. This year, 350,000 Americans will die 
of it. Striking at young and old, cancer is varied, insidious, 
and relentless. 

In the past, we have learned to cope with and cure 
other, equally frightening illnesses. With years of research, 
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we have virtually eliminated such plagues as diphtheria, 
cholera, smallpox and typhus in America, And we are 
going to conquer cancer. The struggle will be long, diffi- 
cult and costly, and the victory may come by inches. But 
it will come. 

Today, medical efforts against cancer, conceived and 
developed in our great research institutions, are going for- 
ward all over America. 

The National Cancer Program, authorized by the Na- 
tional Cancer Act of 1971, provides twin ventures in can- 
cer control and cancer research, as cancer control efforts 
translate the results of research into useful tools for the 
bedside physician and for the community effort in cancer 
prevention, There must be no slowdown in these efforts. 

As a means of giving continued emphasis to the need 
for a broad, systematic attack on cancer, the Congress, 
by a joint resolution of March 28, 1938 (52 Stat. 148), 
requested the President to issue annually a proclamation 
setting aside the month of April as Cancer Control Month. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHarp Nrxon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim the month 
of April, 1974, as Cancer Control Month, and I invite the 
Governors of the States and the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico, and the appropriate officials of all other areas under 
the United States flag to issue similar proclamations. 

To give new emphasis to this serious problem, and to 
encourage the determination of the American people to 
meet it, I also ask the medical and health professions, the 
communications industries, and all other interested per- 
sons and groups to unite during this appointed time in 
public reaffirmation of our Nation’s strong commitment 
to control cancer.

Proclamation 4282. April 3, 1974 


By the President of the United States of America 
a Proclamation 


A quarter-century ago, on April 4, 1949, in Washing- 
ton, twelve nations, united in a determination to preserve 
their freedoms, integrity, and common heritage, signed 
the North Atlantic Treaty. In succeeding years Greece, 


Turkey, and the Federal Republic of Germany became 
parties to that accord and members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization—which was established to fulfill the 
Treaty’s commitment to a joint defense. 

In those early years the military threat to the West 
was Clear. Today, while collective defense remains the first 
task of the alliance, opportunities have arisen—resulting 
from more than two decades of Western cohesion—which 
have allowed the allies to engage in a broad new enter- 
prise aimed at reducing tensions between East and West. 

The Atlantic alliance remains the cornerstone of United 
States foreign policy. In addition to advancing the cause 
of peace, members can enlarge the purposes of our historic 
alliance by reinvigorating our association to meet the in- 
terrelated security, political, economic, and environmen- 
tal problems that confront us in the complex world of this 
decade and beyond. Understanding, cooperation, and con- 
sultation must be the hallmark of our on-going relation- 
ship. The achievements of the past must not be sacrificed 
to the pursuit of national interests narrowly conceived. I 
rededicate the United States today to that course, for it is 
only in this way that the Atlantic nations can truly serve 
the cause of peace and prosperity for succeeding 
generations. 

Now, THEREFORE, I, RicHARD Nixon, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby direct the attention 
of the Nation to this the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 
signing of the North Atlantic Treaty; and I call upon all 
agencies and officials of the Federal Government, upon the 
Governors of the States, and upon the officers of local 
governments to encourage and facilitate the suitable ob- 
servance of this event throughout this 25th anniversary 
year with particular attention to April, the month which 
marks the historic signing of the treaty. 

I also urge all citizens to participate in appropriate ac- 
tivities and ceremonies in recognition of the achievement 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and its contri- 
bution to America’s security and well-being.

The President’s Income Taxes 


White House Statement. April 3, 1974 


We have learned of the decision by the Joint Commit- 
tee on Internal Revenue Taxation to release a staff analy- 
sis of the President’s taxes before the Committee itself has 
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had opportunity to evaluate the staff views, and before the 
President’s tax counsel could advise the Committee of their 
views on the many legal matters in dispute in that report. 

Yesterday the President received a statement from the 
Internal Revenue Service indicating its view, also, that he 
should pay an additional tax. 

The President’s tax counsel have advised him that the 
positions they have sought to present to the Committee, 
as outlined in their brief, are valid and compelling. His 
intent to give the papers was clear. Their delivery was 
accomplished in March 1969, 4 months before the July 
deadline. His intent as to the amount of the gift was 
stated to his counsel. Because of these facts the President’s 
tax counsel strongly affirm that those various issues could 
be sharply and properly contested in court proceedings 
such as are open to an ordinary taxpayer to review the 
decisions of the Internal Revenue Service. 

The President believes that his tax counsel can make 
a very strong case against the major conclusions set forth 
in the Committee’s staff report. However, at the time the 
President voluntarily requested the Committee to conduct 
its examination of his tax returns, he stated that he would 
abide by the Committee’s judgment. In view of the fact 
that the staff report indicates that the proper amount to 
be paid must be determined by the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice, he has today instructed payment of the $432,787.13 
set forth by the Internal Revenue Service, plus interest. 


It should be noted that the report by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service rebuts any suggestion of fraud on the part of 
the President. The Committee’s staff report offers no facts 
which would support any such charge. 


Any errors which may have been made in the prepara- 
tion of the President’s returns were made by those to whom 
he delegated the responsibility for preparing his returns 
and were made without his knowledge and without his 
approval.

eral Government; and two ex officio members ( President 
of OPIC and Administrator of the Agency for Interna- 
tional Development ).

The purpose of the Board is to mobilize and facilitate 
the participation of United States private capital and skills 
in the economic and social progress of less developed 
friendly countries and areas, thereby complementing the 
development assistance objectives of the United States.

The act states that commissions may be established, 
comprised of State and Federal members, at the re- 
quest of the Governors of the States within the proposed 
commission area. Each commission is responsible for plan- 
ning the best use of water and related land resources in 
its area and for recommending priorities for implementa- 
tion of such planning. The commissions, through efforts to 
increase public participation in the decisionmaking proc- 
ess, can and do provide a forum for all the people within 
the commission area to voice their ideas, concerns, and 
suggestions. 

The commissions submitting reports are New England, 
Great Lakes, Pacific Northwest, Ohio River, Missouri 
River, and the Upper Mississippi. The territory these six 
commissions cover includes all or part of 32 States. 

The enclosed annual reports indicate the activities and 
accomplishments of the commissions during fiscal year 
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1973. A brief description of current and potential prob- 
lems, studies, and approaches to solutions are included in 
the reports.

Tornado Disasters in Nine States 


Statement by James T. Lynn, Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development, at a News Conference Following a 
Meeting With the President. April 4, 1974 


Mr. Warren. Secretary Lynn and Tom Dunne of the 
Federal Disaster Assistance Administration are here along 
with Ken Cole, Director of the Domestic Council staff, 
to report on the action taken by the President in regard 
to the tornado-affected States this morning in a meeting 
that they held, and I will turn it over to Secretary Lynn. 

SECRETARY Lynn. Thank you, Jerry. 

The President has been kept closely in touch as to this 
situation from almost the time that tornadoes started 
to occur. As you know, these have been terrible tornadoes 
which have struck suddenly and tragically in nine States— 
Kentucky, Ohio, Alabama, Tennessee, Indiana, Georgia, 
North Carolina, Illinois, and Michigan. 

Senators Taft and Marlow Cook asked for a meeting 
with the President this morning which I attended, which 
Tom Dunne, the Federal Disaster Assistance Adminis- 
trator attended, and Ken Cole, the Assistant to the Presi- 
dent for Domestic Affairs. We all gave him as good a 
report, current report, as we had, although the facts of 
these tragedies are still unfolding. We do not know the 
full extent of damage in many of the situations. 

The President responded instantly with a very force- 
ful order to me, saying that we will mobilize all of the 
resources available to the Federal Government to alleviate 
the suffering and give assistance to these people and to 
these communities. He stressed to me that financing is 
assured for our efforts. If we find that we don’t have 
enough funds to do the job—and we do believe that at 
the present time we have substantial funds to help in 
this regard—we will ask for the additional funds that 
are necessary. 

The President has received requests for declarations 
of a major disaster, which trigger the major Federal ef- 
forts, from five States—Kentucky, Ohio, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, and Indiana—and he has already signed those 
declarations of major disasters for those States. 

The President ordered us to give immediate assistance 
and prompt consideration to applications for declara- 
tions received from the four other States—Georgia, North 
Carolina, Illinois, and Michigan. He instructed me to 
stress the magnitude of this undertaking to all the other 
Cabinet heads. 

For example, the President had great concern about 
housing for these people, as well as the emergency action 
we are presently taking on food, water, and overnight 
care, and he said wherever the housing is, let’s get it, 
whether it is from the Department of Defense, whether 
it is from HUD, or any other source where we can find it. 

The President has directed Tom Dunne, the Federal 
Disaster Administration chief, and myself, to fly to the 
stricken areas, which we propose to do first thing tomor- 
row morning. In the meantime, there is a need for co- 
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ordination of the various efforts in the various areas 
involved, so we can get more facts before we go out there. 
We want to be in a position that we can make as many 
decisions as possible tomorrow in the field. Therefore, we 
believe we can get better information today and do a 
better job when we get out there tomorrow by virtue of 
what we can receive today. 

A couple of other points: One question that was raised 
in the meeting was what about the people who are sup- 
posed to file tax returns on April 15? The response was 
immediate: Tell Treasury, tell Acting Secretary Bill 
Simon, to take the action that is necessary to get delays 
in the filing of those returns. 


I should point out what has already been done. In 
addition to the Red Cross and other volunteer groups 
that are already on the scene, we have the Army present 
in a number of the areas, with further troops going to the 
ones that they haven’t reached already. Further, Federal 
Disaster Assistance Administration teams are either in 
place or on their way to coordinate the efforts across the 
Federal Government in each one of these areas. 


Our goal will be to set up immediately individual as- 
sistance centers—we call these “One-Stop Centers”— 
where people can come in and get service across the board 
among the various Federal programs that are there to 
render them assistance.

Disaster Assistance for Georgia 


Announcement of Disaster Declaration and 
Authorization of Federal Assistance Following 
Tornadoes. April 5, 1974 


The President today declared a major disaster for the 
State of Georgia as a result of tornadoes, occurring on or 
about April 3, which caused widespread and extensive 
damage to public, private, and agricultural property. The 
President’s action will permit the use of Federal funds in 
relief and recovery efforts in designated areas of the State. 

Federal assistance from the President’s Disaster Relief 
Fund will include temporary housing accommodations 
for families whose homes were destroyed or seriously dam- 
aged, disaster unemployment assistance for eligible indi- 
viduals, debris removal, and the repair or restoration of 
damaged streets, roads, bridges, and public facilities and 
utilities. Low-interest-rate disaster loans for homeowners 
and businesses will be made available by the Small Busi- 


ness Administration under the authorities of Public Law 
93-24, and emergency loan assistance will be made avail- 
able by the Farmers Home Administration. 

Federal relief activities in Georgia will be coordinated 
by the Federal Disaster Assistance Administration, De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development, under 
the direction of Administrator Thomas P. Dunne. Mr. 
Dunne will designate the specific areas within the State 
eligible for Federal assistance, based upon Federal and 
State damage assessments. 

Mr. Robert E. Connor, Regional Director for Federal 
Disaster Assistance, HUD Region 5, will be designated 
as the Federal Coordinating Officer to work with the 
State in providing Federal disaster assistance under the 


Disaster Relief Act of 1970, Public Law 91-606.
